THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The amendments to the health by- 
law recently passed by the town coun- 
cil have been urgenily needed for a 
fong time. It is to be hoped that here- 
after there will be no dispute as to 
responsibility between the various 
medical practitioners and the health 
officer nor any Jaxity %n taking ac- 
tion to place infecitous cases in quar- 
antind Fortunately the town is fatr- 
ly free of imfectious diseases at the 


present time. But it is not aitogether 


eo. With discase present, as Jt is, it 
is most necessary that every means 
should be taken to prevent its spread. 
To be quarantined is certamly a ser- 
ious misfortune for anv fams!y, more 
ecrious possibly than the disease itself. 
But the public safety demands that it 
shall be done. Better that ene family 
should suffer than that a dozen or a 
hundred should. Edmonton bas been 
more fortunate than many other 
towns in the Territories in che matter 
o! epidemics, but we cannot depend 
that this will alwaye be the case. At 
resent there is an oattreak of scarlet 
fever of a severe type in. Battleford 
an& Prince AYbert, and there has been 
a like outbreak in Calgary. The way 
to prevent such an oucbreak in Edmon- 
ton is to take prompt and atrong 
measures. The council proposes print- 
img the recent amendments to the by- 
law for distribution. It would prob- 
ably be better to print the wole by- 
law as amended, as very few citizens 
krow what its requirements are. The 
amendments leave the question of ren- 
alties for infraction in dowht. Thd pen- 
alty is the imppriant part 
or by-law. And when the law is ! 
down the penaliy should be stated 
With the large increase of populatio 
in Edmonton and the epidemics in ex 
istence elsewhere, no better investment 
could be made.than the printing of 
few hundred copies of the health by-
